THEIR FEW FRIENDS' TO INFLUENCE A SITUATION 

THOUGH THEY DID NOT NAME THE PRESENT J.P.-LED MOVEMENT 
IN BIHAR AND OTHER PARTS OF THE COUNTRY, THEY IMPLIED THAT 
THE MOVEMENT WAS GETTING HELP FROM THE USA AND ITS AGENCY 
TU UPSET THE PROCESS OF DEMOCRACY IN THE COUNTRY. 

IN A STATEMENT THEY HAVE SAID.LET THE NATION BE WARNED 
WE WOULD ALSO APPEAL TO THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA AND OTHER 
FREE NATIONS OF THE WORLD TO RAISE THIS QUESTION IN THE 
UNITED NATIONS WORLD FORUM.
